Week—Divorce Law Denounced—- 


New Proposition Presented.

the seventeenth annual meeting m 
session at Bedford Springs this week. 


The meeting was opened Tuesday 


afternoon with the annual address by 
the President of the Association, E,' 
W. Smith of the Allegheny Bar, on 
"Law and the Functions of Legisla- 
t on " 


Tne report of the Committee oa' 


Uniform State Laws, which bad given 
exhaustive study to the Scott law, 
which Andrew'W. Mellon, the mil- 
lionaire Pittsburg banker, is using in 
hfs efforts to divorce his wife without 
giving her the right to a trial by a. 
jury, denounced it as contrary to the 
"weight of authority as represented" 
in the various respectable lay and re- 
ligious bodies that have been en- 
gaged in efforts to bring- about 
form in the law governing divore and" 
divorce procedure/' 


The committee criticised the Legis- 


lature and the Governor for the en- 
actment of the law and declared, tt. 
"subversive to the best moral public 
sentiment in taking away the rigbfe. 
to demand a trial by a jury.'"' The 
law was declared, also, to be obnox- 
ious on the ground that it applied- 4o» 
cases pending at the time of its en- 
actment. 


In contrast to the action of the 


Committee, President Smith, who te 
a member of a law firm employed by 
A W. Mellon, declared there is dounfc 
v;bether there is, under any circum- 
stances, any constitutional right to 
trial by jury in divorce cases.

It ought to have been 


done years ago, as was aone with 
Gettysburg and certain other Civil 
war battlefields, most of which have 
less significance than this sweep of 
country under the shadow of the Bull 
Run mountains—one of the few fields 
In the United States which has been 
the scene of two important battles 
Yet another reason why Bull Run bat- 
tlefield Is especially worthy of the 
fostering care of our national gov- 
ernment is that it contains two monu- 
ments erected by troops before the 
close of the war—the first monuments 
erected to the mer ovy of the men 
who died in that grea* conflict. 


Fortunately, as has been said, the 


historic battlefield is little changed. 
so that the nation will lose little by 
Its neglect in not acquiring this field 
long ago. 
It Is something of a re- 


proach that the two monuments above 
mentioned—erected in. 1865 by the 
soldiers of Gamble's brigade—should 
have been allowed to stand all these 
years on private land, but luckily 
they are In an excellent state of pres- 
ervation, which Is all the more re- 
markable In view of the fact that 
they were rudely constructed of rough 
hewn stone found In the neighbor- 
hood. These are by no means the 


erate price the famous "Henry farm," 
the scene ef the fiercest fighting in 
both battles. 
The Henry farm con- 


tains 128 acres, and beside the Henry 
house stands one of the monuments 
above mentioned, a pile of stone some 
twenty feet high, which marks the 
spot where the Unionists, as undis- 
ciplined recruits defending the cap- 
ital thirty miles away, met their first 
defeat and where thirteen 
months 


later under Sykes and Reynolds and 
Reno they stood against the triumph- 
Ing legions of Longstreet and Lee. 


One thing that it is hoped national 


jurisdiction may do for Bull Run bat- 
tlefield is to render the field more ac- 
cessible and to make it possible to 
tour it in greater comfort.

Bedford Springs in Infancy—Reproduction of 


' an Article Printed in the 
fnftttigeticer 


and Weekly Advertiser, Lancaster, 


Saturday, June 29, 1811. 


The town of Bedford, in the neigh- 


borhood of which those Springs have 
their source, and from which they re- 
ceive their name, is situate on the 
great 
Pennsylvania 
road, 
leading 


from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, 200 
miles from the former, and 100 from 
the latter. 
The site of the town is 


"healthful and beautiful beyond de- 
scription. 
Built upon an eminence 


formed of limestone and silex, it is al- 
ways clean. 
Almost enveloped with 


mountains, which pour their limpid 
streams into the valleys, and which 
are deeply shaded by forest-trees, the 
inhabitants of this village enjoy de- 
lightful summers. 
Never incommod- 


ed by heat, they are refreshed by pure 
and cooling breezes, which either play 
on the hill, or sport in the dale. 


West of tne town is Will's Moun- 


tain, which begins a little north of 
Bedford, and rans a few degree to 
the west of south. 
Its altitude is 


more than 1,300 feet. 
On the east is 


Dunning's Mountain, which runs par- 
allel to Will's Mountain, and is 1,100 
feet 
in height. 
These ranges of 


mountains, are about 1 % miles dis- 
tant from each other at their bases. 
The numerous fountains, to which 
those ridges give birth, generally dis- 
.charge waters remarkably pure and 
transparent; but not so very cold as 
might be expected, in so deep and 
narrow a \alley. 
It is well known 


that the air, coeteris paribus, in those 
regions, where the forests have not 
been disturbed, is purer than in those 
where they have been partially tamed 
by the hand of cultivation; an ad- 
vantage, -.vhich the atmospheie aiound 
these Springs possesses; and, for ages 
to come, it must continue to be richly 
supplied with ox>g"n, or vital air, 
fi om the extensive forests which cov- 
er the sui rounding mountains. 


The summers in these regions, es- 


pecially in the mornings and even- 
ings» are cooler than they are either 
cast or west on the same latitude. A 
large volume of air along the western 
side of Dunning's Mountain, riot heat- 
ed by the rays, of the morning sun, be- 
fore 10 o'clock; a similar volume 
along the eastern 
side of Will's 


Mountain, begins to cool cwo hours 
before night. Hence the heat is never 
intense; cool breezes generally pre- 
vail. 
The mercury in Fahrenheit's 


thermometer rarely rose, in Juno, 
1810, above 65 degrees, at 8 o'clock, 
a.-m. July," of the same year, was but 


a few degrees warmer; and in Au- 
gust, the mercury did not rise to 80 
degrees, before noon, in the shade. 


The mountain scenery around Bed- 


ford, though picturesque, stately, and 
possessing much to charm the eye of 
the 
beholder, 
is not 
remarkably 


grand or magnificent. One mile and 
a half south of the town, in a charming 
and romantic valley, are the Mineral 


i Springs. 
This valley is formed by a 


1 spur of Dunning's Mountain and a 
ridge 
running 
nearly 
parallel 
to 


Will's Mountain. 
The Spring, most 


celebrated and improved, arises from 
the base of the mountain, on the 
southeast side of the valley. It has a 
northwest exposure. 


In the year 1804 a mechanic of 


Bedford, when fishing for trout, in 
the stream which runs near the min- 
eral 
fountain, 
had 
his 
attention 


drawn by the beauty and singularity 
of the waters flowing from the bank, 
and drank freely of them. They oper- 
ated as a purgative and sudorific. 
This man had been distressed for 
many years with rheumatic pains, 
and formidable ulcers on his legs. On 
the ensuing night he was much less 
disturbed with pains, and slept more 
tranquilly than usual. The unexpect- 
ed relief obtained induced him to 
drink of the waters daily, and bathe 
his legs in the running fountain. 
In 


a few weeks he was perfectly cured. 


The happy effect which they had 


on this patient induced others, labor- 
ing under this, and various chronic 
diseases, to 'visit these Springs. On 
the summer of 1S05, a great number 
of valetudinarians came in carriages, 
and encamped in the valley, to seek, 
from the munificent hand of nature, 
their lost health 
A dense copse of 


shrubs had enveloped the Springs, 
until abor., this time, and rendered 
it difficult to approach them. The in- 
habitants of Bedford now began to 
make improvements. Upon digging 
away the bank, it was found that 
about 20 feet from the spot where 
the waters first issued, they poured 
themselves through the fissure of a 
limestone rock. 
The limestone stra- 


tum lies nearly parallel with the sur- 
face of the mountain of which it 
forms a part; making, with the hori- 
son, an angle of about, 35 degrees: 
and is covered with a mixture of 
clay and freestone gravel about three 
feet in depth. 


About 15 perches south of this 


there is another mineral Spring,, 
which discharged, on the 16th of 
March last, six gallons of water per 
minute; the sensible qualities of 
which differ but little from those of 
the other. 
At present, it rises 60 


feet from the base of the mountain. 
It once rose 25 feet higher on the 
hill than at present. 
Between its 


original source and the bottom of the 
hill there is a .large bank, manifestly 
of secondary formation. ^ It would 
seem that," from "the first ages of the 
world to the present time, this bank 
has been forming by deposit from 
the stream. 
It is highly probable 


that, at some distant period, a much 
larger quantity of water escaped from 
the mountain at this place; that, by 
its own deposits the channel was 
partly" blocked up, and that the wa- 
ters, which originally burst out here, 
found a new passage, through the 
fissure of the limestone rock, men- 
tioned above. 
There are many hun- 


dred tons of this deposit. 
Its color 


is grayish, and it is easily pulverized. ! 
With the stronger acids, it effervesces 
violently; and there is a copious evo- 
lation of fixed air. 
Its composition, 


however, has not yet been perfectly 
ascertained. 


About 4-0 perches northeast of the i 


principal fountain, at the base of the 
same mountain, is a rich Sulphur 
Spring, which, hotherto, has been cov- 
ered by the waters of the creek, in 
.the bed of which it rises. 
It is ex- 


pected that this Spring will be im- 
proved before the warm season of 
the ensuing summer. There are also, 
in the same valley, copious fountains 
of cool and beautiful waters, which 
are not distinguished by any peculiar- 
ity of mineral quality. 


The Mineral Spring 


The Spring, which has chiefly en- 


gaged the attention of the public and 
which is more highly improved, dis- 
charged, on the 16th of March last, 
20 gallons of water per minute; the 
temperature of which, by 
Fahren- 


heit, is 55 degrees. 
It emits no smell 


when issuing from the fountain; is 
perfectly transparent; and its taste is 
very sott, but agreeable to most pal- 
ates. 
When exposed in a clear glass 


vessel, there is seen floating in it a j 
pellucid mineral substance, which, a t - j 
ter standing a few days, is dissolved, 
so as to become invisible. It deposits 
in the troughs, which convey it to the 
baths, a large quantity of oxidized j 
iron. 
A glass tumbler, exposed to 


the water in the fountain two weeks, 
was found to be enveloped in a coat j 
of oxide or iron. 
The presence of 


iron is also detected by tincture of 
galls, with which it strikes a black 
color. 
After being heated to 212 de- 


grees, of Fahrenheit, no change ic 


produced in its color, by the tincture, 
indicating the solvent of the iron to 
be sulphuric acid. 


A few grains of pure vegetable 


alkali, added to one-half pint of the 
water, changes it to nearly the white- 
ness of milk. 
The white particles 


which produce this color, in one hour 
fall to the bottom; and when filtered 
and dried, there remains a -white pow- 
der, slightly caustic. 
Two ounces of 


alcohol, added to the same quantity 
of the water, precipitated, in one 
hour, every mineral substance, which 
it contains. 
When this precipitate 


was filtrated and dried, tnere remain- 
ed a gray powder, the taste of which 
was similar to that of an equal mix- 
ture of phosphate of soda and magne- 
sia.

passed the bill and the Governor who 
signed it. 


Judging from actions observed at 


the time the bill was before the Sen- 
ate it is a simple process of reason- 
ing to the conclusion that the ex- 
empting clause was inserted to satis- 
fy individuals in the banking busi- 
ness and not for the greater protec- 
tion to depositors. To argue in favor 
of the clause inserted that banks es- 
tablished more than seven years are 
absolutely safe and make no ques- 
tionable investments is simply bosh; 
neither is there any reason to assume 
that those to whom the transacting

bank is entrusted are more hon-

.MAGNIFICENT VESSEL 


Sections of Ship Explored and Arti- 


cles Found—Bones of Foot in 


Charge of Undertaker. 


(Special Correspondence) 


Havana, Cuba, June 24.—The first 


two fathoms of water which has cov- 
ered the wreck of the Maine since '98 
like a protecting shroud, has been 
lifted and a peep at the remains is 
allowed to all who care to visit the 
scene. 
Crowds of people each day 
visit the work to look upon the hor- 
rible phantasy of wreckage which was 
once a staunch and beautiful ship. 
So great has become the crowd of 
visitors that hours had to be fixed for 
them and now they are only allowed 
on the caissons between the hours of 
j-j. and 12 noon and from 5 to 6 in 
tne- afternoon, at which time the 
workmen are off the job. 
Visits at 


any other hours are not allowed. 
None are permitted to go over from 
the caissons to the wreck, on the 
long gangway constructed to facili-. 
tate the work, unless they are visitors 
of distinction accompanied by one 
of the officers in charge, and these 
are few and far between. 
At all 


times great vigilance is exercised 
against t^e pirating of souvenirs. 
The rear cabin which was used by 
Captain Sigsbee, is now -exposed to 
view and is being cleared of the five 
feet of mud which was silted into it 
by the ebbing and flooding tide. Many 
articles have been found in this sec- 
tion of the ship; two rifles, one load- 
ed revolver, a couple of marine glass- 
es, watch, a compass enclosed in a 
wooden case, a sword belonging to 
the' navigating^ officer. Captain Sigs- 
bee's saber, a walking cane with 
Sigsbee's monogram on its head, the 
epaulets from Captain" Sigsbee^- uni- 
form, an assortment of dishes and 
table cutlery, a portion* of a jbrpken 
swivel chair, a briar wooden 'pipe, a 
full Bottle of bay rum, some empty 
bottles, some rubber foot-^nats,' rub- 
ber shoes and several packages of 
rubber bands, and on the starboard 
deck, opposite the rear turret/" a shoe 
containing the bones of a human foot 
was found. 
. 


The gun metal scabbards of the 
swords were in a very advanced 'stage 
o.-decay; the silver handles of, some 
of tne cutlery was all that remained 
in some instances; the wooden com- 
pass box was not wormeaten, but 
the rubber articles were the best pre- 
served of all, and were as good as on 
the day of the explosion" more than 
thirteen years ago. The rubber bands 
used for fastening papers together in 
packages, retained all their elasticity. 
The remains of the foot were turned 
over to Mr. Jenkins, the official un- 
dertaker who is here to take dharge 
of all remains found. 
% 
The effect of the two explosions 


which destroyed the ship was some- 
thing marvelous, and cannot be ap- 
preciated or understood unlessj,seen. 
It would seem incredible that a'pow- 
erfully constructed ship could be torn 
apart like so much flimsy cardboard, 
but such was the case with the Maine. 
The principal explosion occurred un- 
der the bridge, a short distance in 
front of the forward smokestack, and 
originated on the port side of the 
vessel, for the deck was heaved up- 
ward and backward, the forward tur- 
ret on the starboard side "weighing 
250 tons, being turned overboard. 
The wreck of this part of the ship is 
piled 40 feet higher than its original 
position and doubled backward 65 
feet. 
Just forward of the foremast 


and beneath the two forward guns on 
tne starboard side there was another 
explosion which tore up the deck in a 
similar manner but on a smaller 
scale, throwing it over to port and 
backward. 
In connection with the 


explosions it is curious to note that 
one of the windows between two steel 
doors leading off the main deck into 
the midship section with its 'glass 
airport remains intact, having been 
within 15 feet of that terrific blast 
which tore the ship apart and carried 
away the two steel doors. 
'Ine water was lowered 15 feet in 


the cofferdam some days ago, but. has 
been allowed to resume a level about 
13 teet below normal, because at the 
lowef level there was too much of the 
slimy, unclean wreckage left bare to 
the sun. 
A squad of workmen are 


engaged in cleaning out the captain's 
quarters and from there will clean as 
much farther forward as possible be- 
fore the water is lowered any more. 
The name of the Maine on either side 
of the extreme stern where the steel 
work comes practically to a point, is 
now bare and the solitary star be- 
tween the names is plainly to be seen. 
It is evident that the night of the 
explosion was a warm one, for all of 
the airports on the after starboard 
side of the ship, except one, is open. 
The starboard? side is very much 
higher than the port, the ship being 
decidedly listed, her port lights be- 
ing as yet submerged. The after tur- 
ret, with its ten-inch guns is now 
clear of the water, and it seems that 
a little cleaning would put it in good 
working order again. 


It will probably be a week before 


the water will be lowered much more 
in the cofferdam, as it will req'uire 
that time to get wreckage now above 
the water cleaned. The next five or 
six feet will lower the water so that 
the deck below the captain' quarters 
can be explored, and this part of the 
ship is likely to give up the remains 
of some of the dead.

If Bedford had as „ poorly paved 
streets as this town of six thousand I 
should feel - • Hk'e condemning'

-all, unless he could ascertain in ad- 
vance and keep himself acquainted 
•during the day with the impression of 
Ills corps commanders about the pro- 
priety of going into the battle. . . . 
When the battle ceased ou the 29th 
of August, we v/ere in possession of

The re- 
sult would have been Porter's retreat 
in confusion,

A dramatic result of this battle was 


the court-martial of General Porter 
on charges made by General Pope. On 
the 10th of January, 1863, Porter was 
found guilty of having disobeyed three 
of Pope's orders and the sentence was 
that he be cashiered and be forever 
disqualified" from holding any 'office 
under the government. 
During1 -the 


next 15 years Porter continually ap- 
plied for a re-hearing, in the light of 
evidence newly discovered or not 
available at the time of his trial. In 
1878 President 
Hayes 
appointed a 


board to examine the new evidence, 
and the conclusion of its 
findings 


read: "What General Porter actually 
did do ... 
now seems to have 


been.only the simple necessary action 
which an intelligent soldier had no: 
choice but to take. It is not possible 
that any court-martial could have 
condemned 
such conduct If it had 


been correctly understood. 
On the 


contrary that conduct was obedient, 
subordinate, faithful and judicious. It 
saved the Union army from disaster 
on the 29th of August." 


Accordingly, President Arthur in 


1882 relieved General Porter from the 
continuing disqualification to hold of- 
fice, and in July, 1886, President Cleve- 
land approved an act of congress by 
which Porter was once more commis- 
sioned as colonel of Infantry. In the 
following August he was placed onL 
the retired list.

The story of Hezekiah is somewhat 


folly recorded not only In II Kings and 
II Chronicles, but also In the prophecy 
of Isaiah. A few weeks ago we were 
considering how he began his reign by 
repairing and cleansing the temple and 
by keeping the.Passover for all Israel, 
summoning the twelve tribes thereto. 
He wrought that which was good and 
right and truth before the Lord his 
God, and he sought God with all his 
heart and prospered (II Chron. xxil, 
20, 21). Such devotion to the living 
and true God was more than the devil 
could stand, for all who will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution 
(II Tim. ill, 12), so he stirred up the 
king of Assyria to flght against Jeru- 
salem and by words and letters to 
mock and blaspheme the God of Israel 
and His people. To his blasphemy and 
revllings the people answered not a 
word, but held their peace, as the king 
had taught them (II Kings "rviili 36). 


Thus did David, according to Ps. 


xxxviii, 13, and thus did the Lord 
Jesus both before the high priest and 
Pilate (Matt., xxv4. 62, 63; xxrll,' 14).
